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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 13, 14, 18-21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Horsfall (GB 2,315,559 A). Horsfall discloses the claimed invention 
including two shoes (12)which are substantially convex (p. 5, lines 17-23) & which has 
means (38) for vertical adjustment (p. 6, lines 14-22), a load sensing device (40) with a 
load plate (50) and wear strips (p. 8, lines 1-5), digital indicator (p. 7, lines 12-14; p. 8, 
lines 6-11), and two struts (10) with screw fitted spigots (22) for urging apart the shoes 
(p. 5, line 23 to p. 6, line 9; p. 8, line 24 to p. 9, line 10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Horsfall 
(GB 2,315,559 A) in view of English et al (US # 3,949,822). Horsfall discloses the 
claimed portable railway scale as claimed except for the carrying handle. However it is 
well known in the art to place a handle on a portable weighing scale to aid in its 
portability and, as a secondary purpose, to also aid in protecting the load cell electrical 
terminals from damage as shown by the example of English et al (Col. 3, lines 40-61). It 
would have been obvious to add a carrying handle to the apparatus of Horsfall, as 
suggested by English et al, to aid in its portability. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 15, 16, and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. With regards to claims 1 5 and 
16, there is no suggestion in the art of record to use both a smooth spigot and a 
threaded spigot at either end, respectably, of the tubular strut member of the device 
disclosed in the prior UK patent application to Horsfall to secure the tubular struts 
member to the shoes. As for claim 22, their appears to be no suggestion in the art of 
record to attach two spaced apart support members (elements 36 in Fig. 2 of the 
present application) to the shoes of the device disclosed in the prior UK patent 
application to Horsfall.
